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Stop the East End Terror ! 


LIE increasingly serious situation in East London is, not to 
put too fine a point upon it, fast becoming a public scandal. 
It is viewed by all orderly men and women, which means 
to say the overwhelming majority of the citizens of this country, 
with indignation and bewilderment. They are indignant 
because they see a great and crowded area turned into a 
veritable Alsatia, in which strife-makers and common thieves go 
about their fell work in the teeth of universal protests. They 
are bewildered by the evident powerlessness of the authorities 
to uphold elementary human rights’ in the heart of the 
capital city. But the lot of the affected districts is far 
more poignant. Here a great population is sinking into some- 
thing approaching panic. It finds itself assailed day and night 
by abuse and threats. It fears to leave its homes after dark. 
it knows not at what moment gangs from the political and 
criminal underworlds may emerge and either raid its humble 
dwellings or smash its shop windows and purloin its belongings. 
it hears much talk and receives much advice, though all the 
time the terror goes on. And, with its business also being 
slowly throttled by an incited boycott, it is giving itself up to 
utter hopelessness and desperation. It believes itself the 
victim of fumbling and fiddling politicians. Its confidence in 
the police is dwindling. And the rankling conviction is stealing 
into its heart that it is deserted! That conviction is a 
dangerous one. If it should lead to organised reprisals, it 
would turn East London into a cockpit which would not only 
appal the citizens of this country, but shame the British name 
throughout the world. It must be obliterated from the victims’ 
minds, jut hesitation and wire-drawno arguments will not 
restore confidence. Only instant and decisive action can 
reassure a populace living as it believes, and not without 
warrant, on the edge of a volcano. 

There is much discussion on the subject of free assembly 
and free speech. As Jews, no less than as British ci'izens, we 
are fervently for the preservation of these fundamental liberties, 
and we should look with misgiving on their abrogation, whether 
at the hands of the Government or, still more so, at the hands 
of the populace. But free speech and free assembly entail certain 
definite. responsibilities. They must not become a screen behind 


which a section of the community is cruelly slandered and mob, 


passions are consequently excited. They must not be interpreted 
as unlimited license. They are pre-eminently British conceptions 
not to be perverted and besmirched by the imported vagaries of 
Berlin and. Rome. In fact, the law itself draws a clean dividing 
line between what may fairly be described as the right of 
free speech and what may not. ‘There is, for instance, the 
case of Wise v. Dunning. As a correspondent of The Times 
reminds us, Wise dressed himself up in a peculiar costume-——as 
do the Fascists. He called himself a crusader—as the Fascists 
no doubt do. And, displaying a crucifix (not a swastika) he 
went into the Catholic districts of Liverpool and so insulted 
the faith that riots ensued—again an early precedent for the 


. Pascist tactics. But he was brought before a magistrate, who 


bound him over to keep the peace and be of good behaviour ; 
and Mr. Justice Darling sustained the Magistrate's decision. 
That decision, so far as we know, still stands, but there was, so 
far as we know, no outcry againstit as a den alof popular liberues. 

For these reasons we venture to urge that the police should 
be empowered to ban a procession in advance, if they have 
grounds for fearing disorder. If meetings are held, and we 
should be the last to wish to prevent them, then let it 
be accepted that once they are accompanied by insults 
and provocation common justice imperatively demands not 
only that they should be instantly suppresseJ, but that the 
guilty parties should be unhesitatingly prosecuted. It is no use, 
and grossly unfair, to punish the ignorant young dupes of 
the speakers wh le the men who set them on go scot free, and 
no good will come from any half-heartedness or remissness to the 
great causes we all have at heart. Having given short shrift to the 
strife-makers there must be a sterner handling of the elements— 
mostly strangers to the localities concerned and including a 


number of roughs—who are carrying on the present terrorism, 
This means, in part,an end of the farcical punishments now 
inflicted, and in part a display of force that shall convince the 
hooligans that they are not masters of the streets of London. We 
refuse to believe that it is beyond the power of the greatest city in 
the world to protect the liberties of its citizens, and, indeed, God 
help us all if such an assumption proved true! Finally, there 
should be an end, at long last, of those political uniforms! 
Such a ban may be difficult to operate. But Scandinavia has 
not found it impossible, and in several instances it has 
actually been imposed by local authorities in this country. 
Liberty of assembly does not imply the right to strut about in 
semi-military uniforms; and private armies, while they may be 
tolerated and even loved in Germany; are an affront and a 
danger to this country. We entreat the Government to act 
without further delay and act firmly, We do so in COM pany 
with many other good democrats. Never will we, or they, 
stand for a feeble and blundering policy which nothing but 
the strangling of democracy with its own forms and rules! 


The Aca Strike and After 


Hk. Arab strike in Palestine has been called off. after having 
continued for nearly six months. That 


lasted so long 

is to be attributed not so much to the heroism of “ the 
noble Arab nation,” of which the Higher Arab Committee 
speaks in its manifesto, as to the intimidation which served to 
keep the strikers’ morale up to the requisite pitch of determina- 
tion. There is no doubt that the fortitude of the Arabs—such 
of them as had willingly struck—was wilting under the influence 
of their losses, and the strike was crumbling. But it was the 
proof that the British Government really meant business—as 
evidenced by the heavy military reinforcements—that

brought the Higher Arab Committee to its senses:

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of the strike, besides avoiding heavy loss of life to all parties, 
great destruction of property, and the embitterment of Arab 
Jewish feeling which is now one of the most deplorable con- 
sequences of the past six months’ disorders. 

Jews, it need hardly be said, welcome the advent of peace 
they had most to lose by its retardation. They also hope that 
the terrorism which has run to such cruel and horrible lengths, 
will now also cease. There has already been a vast diminu 
tion in the number of excesses reported, but.it m i\ be unwise 
to count on their early and complete cessation. For one thing 
the Hligher Arab Committee, having Once let loose the Storm, 
were powerless to controlit, and the leaders of the arme d bands, 
some of them imported from over the borders, may nol ha 
amenable to the soothing words of the Arab rulers. and. the 
Committee. We can only hope that the form dable British 
forces now assembled in the country will bring the necessary 
persuasion and that astate of order will be re stored. Meanwhile, 
recent events have left behind them a legacy of difficulties. It 
is true that the strike has been called off unconditionslly, and 
that the objects for which the Arab revolt was launched—the 
suspension ot immigration, the prohibition of Jewish land 
purchases, and the formation of an Arab National Government 
have not been attained. fut some of the Arabs are already 
talking of an organised econoniic movement against the Jews. 
In the words of The Times Jerusilem correspondent, “in giving 
up the strike the Arabs: have. no sense. of abandoning the aims 
for which the strike was begun ; these they are as determined as 
ever to pursue.’ The Arab Committee, too, in its manifesto, 
reiterates the behel that the British policy in Palestine must 
be chanzed., 

On the other hand. the Jews of Palestine are disturbed, 
ani rightly so. by the intervention of the Arab rulers, which 
has helped in the‘ending of the strike. Whether that mterven 
{ion is conducive to British préstiga.is extremely doubtful. That 
it was at least countenanced by the British authorities there 
BCCTIIS little doubt Times correspondent, for mstanee, 
refers to “the patient diplomacy of the British representatives” 
in the capitals of the Arab states. It is an extraordinary thing 
that Britain should, apparently, take. counsel with other 
countries on the question of stopping i Inovement in a land 
under its control. Since when has she achieved her ends 
by grace of the assistance of minor foreign potentates ?— Small 
wonder that Tiic Tinies insists that the action of these rulers 
must not come to be regarded as a precedent. But, as our own 
correspondent in Jerusalem .points out,” there is little doubt 
in the minds of those a®*qiuainted with the Arab psychology, 
after years of residence here, that’ the EMirR ABDULLAH and 
his neighbours will not willingly give up the influence they will 
gain over the Palestine Arabs now that their. appeal to 
terminate the strike .... has been accepted. They will want 
to continue to have a say in matters affecting the fate and 
fortunes of this wealthy and prospering land.”

There cannot be the slightest question that such 
a step would be regarded by the Arabs as having been really 
extorted by their display of force, even though it was taken 
after the strike ended. The Manchester Guardian puts this 
point admirably in its remark that “no one who studies the 
history of the recent negotiations with Nurt PASHA and the 
Princes can doubt that a suspension of immigration while 
the Commission is Inquiring would be greeted by the Arabs as a 
victory, both for their tactics of physical force and for their 
introduction of the Princes as an instrument for permanent 
use against the British Government.” Let the Commission get 
to work. Let its report, if then desirable, be followed by an 
Arab-Jewish Conference. But to suspend immigration now 
would be only to prejudice the chances of such a Conference, to 
encourage the preachers of violence, and to prepare the way for 
new outbursts of implacable strife in the future. We beg the 


British Government to dismiss such a course from its mind and 


stand fast by the Mandate which it is irrevocably pledged to 
uphold!

step. The suggestion has been thrown out that a whole-time oflicial 
should be appointed by the Deputies, whose task would be summed 
up in the words “all matters relating to the arranging of meetings, ° 
not only in London but in the provinces, where anti Semitic propa- 
vanda is being intensively carried on. Such an official, we take if, 
would work with, and through, the competent existing organisations, 
and extend the defence movement into whatever centres may need if. 
But it would be necessary that the last word should rest with 
him, and that all concerned should defer to his ruling. Is there 
suflicient good will, as well as sense of responsibility and discipline, 
among us to ensure that this would be done? Ormust we repeat the 
old experience of a divided house in the face of the enemy ? ‘The hour 
is serious, and we trust.that reliance can be placed on the w hole- 
hearted reidiness of all engaged in the defence movement to 
relegate differences to the scrap heap and stand. shoulder to 
shoulder, a united band of brothers, to repel a common danger.

Tur rather child-like attempt ofthe Polish Government to ship 
‘surplus’ Jews to colonies kindly made over by 


POLAND nobody knows who, did not, as might have been 
WANTS expected, make any headway at the recent 
COLONIES League meetings in Geneva. If the real object 


of the move was to enable Poland to follow the 
prevalent fashion and turn herself into an Empire, then the step 
was, at the least, inopportune. The world has quite enough 
aspirants of the same description on its hands at the moment 
without adding to the number, and in any case a country which 
cannot protect the lives of its own citizens is not an ideal candidate 
for the power to control the fortunes and the lives of the peoples 
of other lands. If, on the other hand, the Polish authorities were 
truly actuated by a desire merely to lighten their domestic troubles 
~—including the Jewish difliculty—by shifting the Jews, then the 
proposal is so extravagantly misconceived as to be downright silly ! 


Ir may be true that the capacity of Palestine for absorbing 
Jewish immigrants is limited. But that plea 
cannot be mixed up with Poiand’s colonial 
ambitions, and could be satisfied by the simple 
means ofa yoluntary lowering of the barriers to 
Jewish immigration by various lands in different parts of the world. 
As one Polish Jewish paper observes, it is pitiful that the misery of the 
Jews of Poland and the consequent urgent need of emigration, should 
be exploited in the interests of Polish political aims. Nor, if the 
driving power behind the present move is mainly economic—a 
desire to give more elbow-room to the population by draining off 
some of the inhabitants—can we admit the right to single out the 
Jews as the special victims of the process. Polish Jews 
have lived in the country for centuries. There is no more 
sense or justice in describing any of them as “surplus” than there 
would be in applying that adjective to any section of their fellow- 
citizens. And if every economic crisis anywhere is to be met by 
the simple device of * moving on” the Jews, then a wicked principle 
will be set up under the operation of which Jews will be more

AM venturing to sddress this letter to vou not only as a Jew 
deeply concerned for the fate of his co-religionists but as a 
Liberal no less deeply concerned for all that the Liberal spirit 
means to the world. 


i would be puzzled to say whether you are 
still a Liberal leader; you cannot, according to party tests, be justly 
described as the Liberal leader. But. in the past, you have borne 
a great part in the burden and heat of the battle for Liberal 
principles, and it is to you, in 
protagonist of the 


your capacity as a great 
Liberal cause, that I take the liberty of 
nddressing these remarks. As a fellow-journalist, though no doubt 
an infinitely greater one, you will not mind. For many 


vears 
I have admired 


your inexhaustible energies, your dauntless 


courage, your rousing eloque nee and your scintillating wit. 
i have seen and heard you, many a time and oft, in Parliament and 
on the platform. I remember well your brilliant work in con 
nection with the Education Bill of 1902. I have heard you flaying 
your opponents during your struggle for “The People’s Budget.’ 
In both fights it fell to me to lend you my humble journalisti 


support, for whatever it may have been worth, 


WAS enthralled, during the War, by your speech at the Queen's 

Hall, with its ringing cry: “ There must be no next time!’ ! 
applauded your vigorous prosecution of the © War to end War” and 
“make the world safe for Democracy.” When popular sympathy 
with little Belgium was stirred by the wanton German invasion, 
| hoped and believed that you were similarly moved, and not 
actuated exclusively by the danger to British interests involved in 
the German crime. After all, had not the guiding motive of your 
career been described as sympathy with the under-dog? And was I 
not justified by your unwavering admiration, expressed again and 
again, for the services that small peoples had rendered to Mankind ” 


Sa dew, too, l had learned to be grateful for your friendship 
to the Jewish people. You had appeared at 
Jewish functions. You were the 
that promulgated the Declaration—and 
speech in Parliament during the Palestine showed 
that you have in no way discarded that momentous plan— 
perhaps the only noble thing that came out of the horrors of the 
Great War. You are also in the happy-—or unhappy ?—position of 
having many Jewish friends. I remember your attendance at the 
funeral of the first Lord Rothschild at Willesden (Lord Balfour was 
also there). It was a notable manifestation of esteem, thongh it was 
also earned by the fact that, as you once openly declared, the Jewish 
peer was the only opponent who, when you had caught him out in 
an error of fact, hod had the manliness publicly to admit and 
apologise for his mistake. In fact, yourchampionship of the Jewish 
people was whole-hearted. When the first High Commissioner had 
to be appointed in Palestine, your choice fell on a Jew, Sir Herbert 
samuel. David Lloyd George, wittily said Sir Herbert later, had 
reversed the scriptural order. For, in the Bible it was related that 
Samuel anointed David, whereas in the modern instance it was 
David who had anointed, or appointed, Samuel!

ND then, best of all, there was your flaming denunciation of 

Hitlerism and all its works in Jaly 1933. “ Every man,” you 
said, “who is guilty of this kind of thing in Germany is pinning on 
his own breast the badge of inferiority. It is an acknowledgment 
that. . . . he is going to beat Jewish brains, not in a fair 
contest but with a bludgeon, and ten bludgeons to one brain very 
often! It is cowardly!" ‘Is the persecution of the Jewish race,” 
you went on to ask, “to which the Founder of Luther's faith 
belonged, to be the last word of the German people on the subject of 
human liberty ?

There are papraalle ls in other literatures to the story of the Tower 
As far as we know, there is no Babyloman version. Greek mythology 
vives us an imadication of the dive rsity ol languaves bemg due to the 
action of the gods who punished mankind for an alleged desire to 
have the gift of ummortahty, In the lhterature of the Hellenistic 
period, we have parallels to the story of Babel. The tower builders 
are sometunes identitied with the giants or the Nephilim,. But ancient 
legends have in many cases provided other causes for ‘this language 
problem. The science of language has not yet provided any answer 
to the question; neither the Babel theory nor the behef that all 
languages had COMMON OTIGin established. We “ure led to the 
conclusion that the mystery of the origin of distinet languages hes in 
the obscurity of the world’s infancy. Even uf we ever know we shall 
not he any happier. 

There is the vexed question ot the original language ot the world. 
We should lke to think it was Hebrew, but we shall tind it difficult 


to prove our hypothesis. In all probability, the diversity of races 


is the real origin of the vanation of tongues, not vice versa. And while 
a later Chapter of Genesis, faced with the fact that there are so many 
races and nations, tries to speak of them as the human family and to 
urmte all, both white and coloured, into one huge family, the mis- 
tortune of the world has been the multiplicity of races and the con- 
sequent medley of tongues. Now and again the ideal of one universal 
language has been suggested, but we are faced with too great a problem 
ever to realise this. If the Babel story saw in the universal language 
of man the oceasion for a concerted effort subversive of Divine 
authority which had to be put down, we on our part see in the many 
languages of mankind the occasion for mutual suspicion and misunder- 
standings. And the variety of races makes for the narrow nationality 
obsession which is at the root of the world unrest. While the Bible 
lays stress on regard for the stranger and the foreiocner rn ide 

tend to divide mankind and to keep the 
his prayer at the dedication of the Temple, emphasised

Translating the Bible 


William Tyndale’s Fourth Centenary 


The English-speaking world has just been celebrating the 
fourth centenary of the martyrdom of William Tyndale. strangled 
and then burned by the Catholic authorities at Vilvorde (neat 
Brussels) on October 6th, 1536. Tyndale, together with Miles 
Coverdale, was responsible for the translation of the Bible inte 
English upon which the majestic “Authorised Version” of 1611 
depends. 

The anniversary should be remembered by English Jews. for 
(unlike his precursor, Wycliffe) Tyndale knew Hebrew, and his 
version was the first into English direct from that language—the 
lineal ancestor, that is, of the “Jewish” version .of the Holv 
Scriptures which the Jewish Publication Society recently produced. 

Little is known of how and where he acquired his Hebrew 
knowledge. Facilities for study in England were then meagre in 
the extreme. Nominal professorships of Hebrew existed both in 
Oxford and in Cambridge, in both of which universities the trans. 
lator studied. But their incumbents possessed only the most’slender 
qualifications, and it was not until the secoud half of the sixteenth 
century, with the appearance in England of a little group of 
converted Jews from abroad—Tremellius, Ferdinand, and so on 
that Hebrew studies became to any extent acclimatised in this 
country. It is more probable, therefore, that Tyndale acquired the 
majority of his Hebrew knowledge abroad, in Germany, where much 
of his stormy life was passed. 

His assistant, too, John Frith, probably had some Hebrew 
knowledge ; though Miles Coverdale, who completed his task, was 
completely ignorant of the Holy Tongue. In any case, it is clear 
that Tyndale’s version was based directiv on the original Hebrew, 
though he received much help from the Vulgate and the German 
renderings. 

By the time of his martyrdom, Tyndale had completed his 
versions of the Peutateuch and the Book of Jonah, and possibly also 
the Former Prophets and Chronicles. His 1554 New Testament, 
moreover (as Mr. David Daiches pointed out in a recent letter to 
THE TIMEs) is the first to include a translation of the “ Epistles ” 
after the use of Salisbury, mainly taken from the Prophets—particu- 
larly Isaiah. This translation is of particular interest as being the 
first English translation of parts of the Old Testament from the 
original Hebrew, aud is a landmurk in the history of Hebrew 
scholarship in England. 

His renderings became the standard for the future. The 
Authorised Version of 1611 bas indeed a greater reputation, and is 
to-day regarded as classical; yet fully ninety per cent. of it, alike in 
And there is 
something even more important. 

The English Bible, according to a universal consensus of 
Opinion, is one of the monuments of the-perfection of English. lL 
is not merely a great translation, but it is a great achievement of 
style and of language in itself. And.it is Tyndale who (so to speak) 
invented Biblical English. As Dr. Westcott (quoted by Mr. A. M. 
Hyamson in his “ History of the Jews in England") has put it: “ He 
felt by a happy instinct the potential affinity between Hebrew and 
English idioms, and enriched our language and our thought for 
ever with the characteristics of the Semitic mind.” - :

Berg accumulated income was helping to keep the deficit from 
Erowing, but the deficit was round about the same ivure as last 
year. Most of the figures of relief were up, the exceptions being 
bedding, medical, Boy S Welfare. and Almshouses. Bovs Welfare was 
down by more than one-half. The toard would, at an early date, 
have to make a big grant to cover the delicit on the Samuel Lowis 
Home for the present year, which certainly would not be much !ess 
than the. £1,500 which appeared under 1935. He really thought that, 
in view of the diffi ulty ol securing adequate funds, the Board might 
well consider whether the Samuel. Lewis Home ought not to be 
closed for the winter months, as was tlhe case some years aco, 
Dealing with the income side, he said it was not entirely discouraging. 
Although subscriptions were down, he thought these wouid adjust 
themselves before the end of the year, There was aun increase of 
£600 in legacies, and therefore they might hope that before the end 
of the year they would have reached what they regarded as a normal 
figure, i.e., £5,000. Administrative expenses showed an increase, 
particular items being salaries, printing and stationery and postage. 
The two latter items were bound to increase as the Board took ou 
additional responsibilities and engaged in wider activities, and the 
staff tended to increase accordingly. In conclusion, Col. Samuel 
called attention to the appalling deficit of the Board, which amounted 
to £24,152. It wasa crushing burden, and he was glad to say thatin 
this emergency the President bad come forward and had sent a 
cheque for £100, and he proposed to do the same. The Board were 
precluded from issuing an appeal for some time, and their only hope 
was to rely upon the generosity of the Community. 

Mr. M. M. Keyser, O.B.E., said that in spite of the increased 
prosperity in the country the figures for relief were going up for 
several reasons. They proposed to have an investigation to see why 
that was so. There were two points which could account for part 
of the increase. ‘They tried to do their work better, as the people 
demanded a higher standard. Then, again, it was an unfortunate 
fact that children to-day were not prepared to give up as much for 
the family upkeep as they used to. 


We have now received a copy of the letter sent by the Board to the 1} Oth 
Street Relief Institution asking for particulars of the case referred to above, 
with a view to investigation. ”

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END THE STRIKE 


Arab Leaders Defeated 
AFTER SIX MONTHS OF ANARCHY 


Aiter nearly six months of terror, arson and 


the Arab 
stroke was called off on Sunday last. and 


something near to normal life 
was resumed on Monday. The decision to end the strike was actualls 


taken on Thursday in last week when the Arab 
decided to respond to the appeal of the Arab rulers. The appeal was 
issued separately in order to avoid the difficulties of precedence, which 
would have been occasioned in a jyornt document. The following 
translation of the appeal from the King of the Hejaz and Nejd 


Through the President the Hivghe: Arab Clon ta oe 
sons the Arabs of Palestine :

“We have been deeply pained by the present state of affairs 
in Palestine. For ths reason we have agreed with our Brothers 
the Kings and the Emir to call upon vou to resolve for peace im 
order to save further shedding of blood. In doing this we rely on 
the good intentions of our friend Great Bntain, who has declared 
that she will do justice, You must be confident that we will 
continue our ecflorts to assist vou.’ 

The appeals from King Crhazi of frag, the King cvt 
the Yemen, and the Emir Abdullah of Transjordan were couched in 
almost identical language. At the same tune a manifeste of the Highe 
Committee was published, which declared 

“The Arab nation in Palestine declared a stuke and derided 
to continue it im view of the enormous dangers besetting the 
nation as the result of the present policy and the fact that its 
political mghts had been demed. It has proved in an astomshing 
way to the entire world its strong conviction im the. moperative 
need for an alteration of the present: poliev. » But it is part of out 
inherited traditions to comply with the wishes of the Arab kings 
and princes, and the Higher Commuttee strongly beheves that the 
latter would not bid their sons do this unless in their own interests 
and to safeguard the nation’s rights. The Higher Committee, 
therefore, realising the great benefit accriuung from their mterven- 
tion and support, calls on the Arabs to end the strike and unrest.” 
The reaction of the fellahin to the decision was one of unalloved 

jubilation. This section of the community has been hardest hit by the 
struggle and has been most anxious to resume work. Thus is true also 
of the commercial classes and the citrus growers, but the Arab notables 
and strike leaders are depressed by the turn of events. It seems quite 
clear that the Higher Committee capitulated in order to save then 
faces, but, as oul Correspondent points out, thre have lost what htt'e 
reputation they had for political astuteness and it is hkely that the 
riass of the Arabs will soon realise why the end of the strike came as it 
did. It 1s understood that the proclamation of Martial Law was unmment 

~s0 rmnmnent that the Gazette and posters in three languages proclaim- 
ing the order were in the hands of the printers. Secondly, the strike was 
crumbling of its own weight and the citrus growers were about to 
break away in order to obtain the profits promised by the virtual 
collapse of the Spanish crop. These facts, coupled with a shortage of 
money and the growing unpopularity of the terror with roderate 
Arabs, forced the hands of the Higher Comunittee, who have called oft 
the strike on ternmis certainly no better than could have been obtained 
six months ago. 

The Yishuv, although glad that the terror has abated, realises 
that its own battle is to come when the Conunission gets to work. 
Palestinan Jewry, relying entirely upon the justice of its case, has 
displayed a self-control bordering on the miraculous im the face of a 
provocation that would certainly have brought the Arabs to civil war 
and driven any less resolute body to despair. Despite thus provocation, 
the hand of friendship is still offered'to the Arab im the shape of a 
round-table conference. 

On Monday, a new policy of pacification was adopted by the 
military when it was announced that up to to-day the British forces 
would adopt defensive tactics, responding only to unprovoked aggres- 
sion. Further, the convoy system has been dropped and consideration 
is being given to the dropping of the anti-sabotage patrols and village 
searches for arms. 

Gen. Dill issued a special order to the forees which read as follows : 

“The strike and armed rebellion have been called off uncond- 
tionally by the Arab Higher Committee from to-day. This result 
is almost entirely due to the resolute and energetic action of the 
three Services, despite the hampering and difficult circumstances. 
The cordial co-operation of the three Services has enabled many 

* severe blows to be inflicted upon the rebels and has made possible 
the maintenance of all essential services. Our thanks are due to 
the police, without whose loyal co-operation many of our efforts 
would have been fruitless. 

“Tt is hoped that the campaign of murder and banditry will 
now cease. For some time, however, it will be necessary for all 
ranks to keep in readiness for instant action in support of law and 
order. I am sure that the three Services under my command will 
maintain the high reputation they have already established, and, 


by courtesy and consideration shown to the miiabitants, assist in 

the restoration of more normal conditions.’

Labour Party and the Disorders 


“ Co-operation in Interests of Jew and Arab” 


“UTOPIAN JEWISH SETTLEMENTS 

At the Labour Party Conference last week, Miss Susan Lawrence, 
for the Executive Committee; moved the following emergency resolu- 
tion on Palestine : : 

“This Conference, recalling the continuance of support given by the 
British Labour Movement to the establishment of a National Home 
for the Jewish people in Palestine, and recognising that the interests 
of Jewish and Arabs workers alike can be served only by their cordial 
co-operation, deeply deplores the outbreak of racial and religious strife 
which threatens to destroy this great humanitarian project, and to 
deprive the Jewish people of the opportunity of developing their own 
political, social and cultural institutions. 

“ Recognising the immense progress already made in promoting 
the welfare of the Jewish people in Palestine under the influence of 
the strong Trade Union and Socialist organisation which has been built 
up among the Jewish workers, the Conference earnestly hopes that the 
British Government, in accordance with the terms of its Mandate in 
Palestine, and with the obligations imposed upon it to develop the 
country in the interests of both Jews and Arabs, will take all the 
necessary measures to bring the present disorders to an end. 

“The Conference trusts that when order is restored, all possible 
steps will be taken by methods of conciliation to ensure the peaceable 
and orderly development of Palestine. 

“ Recognising the fact that the situation of Palestine makes it a

In spite of the official total, more than 80 Jews have been killed 
or lost their lives owing to the disturbances.

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What Do the Arab People Think ? 
FACTIONAL LEADERSHIP DISCREDITED 


Task of the Royal Commission 


[From our Correspondent—Jervus ALEM] 


One feels that desperation marked the efforts of the Arab leaders 
in finding a way out of the deadlock. The course of events 
moved inexorably and, defying their attempts to control circum. 
stances, showed quite clearly the fundamental lack of perception 
that all along has been characteristic of Arab political tactics. Not 
only have the Arab leaders forfeited most if not all their prestige : 
they have lost a good deal of sympathy, and that. so far as they are 
concerned, is the most unkindest cut of all. But they can hardly 
blame anyone else than themselves for failing to show real states. 
tnanship when the disorders broke out in Jaffa on April 19th. 

More and more is it being realised here that the Arab politicians. 
astute as they consider themselves, had a golden opportunity last 
April to bring about an amicable settlement of their alleged 
differences with the Jewish national movement. Then was the 
time for a Round Table Conference. In accepting such a parley 
they might have gained much more than will ever come from a 
Koyal Commission. Instead of embarking upon a profitless and 
disastrous strike, and being forced ultimately to subordinate their 
powers to the whims of armed terrorists, of whom they stand more 
in fear than does the Jewish population, they had it in their power 
to lay the foundations of a permanent Jewish-Arab understanding. 
‘The opportunity has not been entirely lost, for the Jewish offer to 
discuss outstanding differences is still open. Yet it is doubtful 
whether the Arab leaders will ever, not at least in this generation, 
have the courage to grasp the extended hand of friendship. 
The plain reason is that they are afraid. They are disunited 
within their own ranks ; what the Husseinis do or may agree to do, 
the Nashashibis will never countenance. The “ policy" of the Arab 
nationalist movement actually consists of one attempt after another 
by these opposing parties to outwit each other. It is a constant 
manceuvring for political power. 

It may not be easy for educated and intelligent people to under- 
stand how the bulk of a population continues to allow its political 
nod economic fortunes to be controlled by a handful of politically 
unscrupulous men without an ounce of genuine patriotism 
to inspire their sinister counsels. Yet that is always the case 
in a country where the majority of the inhabitants are illiterate 
and indifferent, and where “ strong-arm " methods may be employed 
with impunity. The pity of it all is that the High Commissioner 
and his Government, who have deemed themselves the protectors 
and benefactors of the peasantry, should not see through this 
specious game and realise that the /fellahin have never had a 
chance of speaking their minds freely. Intern all the agitators, no 
matter how highly placed, and invite the peasants to have their 
say, and there would soon be another complexion to the politics 
of Palestine. It would herald the beginning of a happy and 
harmonious era, 

The power now lies with the High Commissioner to achieve 
this end. He may “arrest and deport” anyone whom he pleases ; 
there is no question of dragooning the general population simply 
because the latter has had no opportunity of demonstrating its 
attitude. It has never had a directly elected representative upon 
the Arab Higher Committee or the other transient bodies which 
from time to time have conducted the politics of the Arab nationalist 
movement. The men who have been in power have had personal 
or family axes to grind, showing a callous indifference to the real 
needs of the people, as the prolongation of the strike and the 
destitution of the lower classes during this year of sorrow 1936 so 
vividly proves. Upon the High Commissioner, therefore, devolves 
the responsibility for giving the poor man, the villager, the artisan 
and the labourer, a chance to express his real views and feelings. 
And, under the new Palestine (Martial Law) Order-in-Council, His 
Excellency possesses the powers to the full without the possibility 
of challenge, particularly in the civil Courts, suchas he has suffered 
in the unfortunate past. 


Arabs Forced to Strike 


It is ridiculous to assert that the people of Palestine were 
striking, as the Arab Higher Committee would have the world 
believe. Even casual observers in Palestine are well aware that 
the Arab population was forced to strike, and would willingly (as 
shown by the despair of the Jaffa orange growers, shippers, and 
port labourers) have returned to work within an hour if the fear of 
intimidation had been removed. By their intransigeance, the 
leaders have created a new class of desperado, roughly comparable 
to the highway brigands and robbers of yore—the terrorist or rebel 
“ patriot” who levies toll upon his own people so that he may enjoy 
to the full his lust for bloodthirsty adventure. 

Knowing the real desire of the people to be done with the 
hideous tactics of the past few months, and to return to normal 
lucrative occupations after a long interval of starvation and penury, 
it is all the more surprising that the British Government should 
countenance the theoretically unrecognised negotiations with the 


Arab kings. As THe PALESTINE Post recently remarked, these 


comings and goings are tantamount to handing the rulers of 
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neighbouring Arab territories a promissory note on Palestine’s 
constitutional future. There is little doubt in the minds of those 
who are acquainted with the Arab psychology, after years of 
residence here, that the Emir Abdullah or his neighbours will not 
willingly give up the influence they will gain over the Palestine 
Arabs now that their appeal to terminate the strike and violence 
has been accepted. They will want to continue to have a say in 
matters affecting the fate and fortunes of this wealthy and prospering 
land. And who will gainsay them? The precedent established will 
be too forceful, in Arab eyes, to be easily denied. 

it is high time that the authorities both in Jerusalem and 
London should make up their minds as to the real character of 
Arab nationalism. Can they conscientiously say that Haj Amin Al 
Husseini or Ragheb Nashashibi or Jamal Al Husseini or Dr. Izzat 
Tannous represent the public opinion of Palestine? Has a Com- 
mission of Enquiry ever heard the views of Ali Mohammed Al 
Liftaoui,a* man in the street’’ of the village of Lifta, or any one else 
among the six or seven hundred-thousand “dumb” Arab inhabitants 
of the country’ The pseudo-leaders have so far appeared before 
the Commissions. It would be as well to remember this when the 
Royal Commission comes to take evidence as to the genuine 
underlying causes’ of the present situation. 

This fact must be brought bome to the Royal Commission and 
the Government which must consider its eventual recommenda- 
tions. It is not a position which may be remedied by the somewhat 
mechanical formula of a Legislative Council, towards the creation 
of which no doubt a similar exhibition of clan politics will be 
brought. It is something which affects the constitutional internal 
position of the Arabs. Just as the Jewish population has an Elected 
Assembly and elected institutions of its own, so must the majority 
of the Arabs have their own democratic bodies at the outset. Such 
a solution will, in the long run. bring about a happier state of 
affairs. It will be an experiment which the British Mandatory can 
watch and foster so as ultimately, out of the results achieved from 
the operation of elected and self-administering bodies among both 
Jews and Arabs, to consider the best form of central constitutional 
representation based upon an honest communal parity.

Palestine: An Indian's Warning 
From Mr. R. S. AZAD (kiditer, * The Sikh Werld’’) 


To the Editor of Tur Jewisu Crroxicre 
Sir, Bemg a British-Indian. subject, I consider it my duty to bring 
to the notice of the British public the senousness of the Palestine problem, 
the significance of which, 1 think, is very much under-rated in England. 

Palestine, from a mulitary-geographical point of view, is a place 
of vital importance to the Bntish Empire for the defence of the route to 
the East.

It must be borne in mind that the Arah-Jewish questien in fact is 
an Arab-British one, for British interests are bound to suffer more than 
those of the Jews if the present tendency is allowed to continue. England, 
therefore, should move in this matter courageously by paying no heed 
to the threats either of the Arabs on the spot or of the Muslims outside. 
It is high tune that England should recognise the fact that Pan-Islamism 
is her serious enemy. This growing menace necessitates that England 
should be on her guard. One must bear in mind the recent treaty of 
alliance between all the independent Muslim States in the world, whe 
naturally desire to see the Christian powers of Europe continually at 
Joggerheads.

Zionism’s Immediate Future 
GRAVE DANGERS AFTER THE TERROR 


Politics More Perilous Than Violence 
ADDRESS BY PROFESSOR BRODETSKY 


Professor S. and Mrs. Brodetsky were given a reception 
by the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland and the 
Keren Havesod Committee for Great Britain and lreland, on the 
occasion of their return from South Africa, at the First Avenue 
Hotel, High Holborn, W.C., on Sunday evening. The gathering, 
which was one of Zionist workers and direct subscribers to the 
Zionist Federation, stood in memory of Mr. A. Woloshin, a pioneer 
Zionist, who recently passed away. 

In his tribute to Professor Brodetsky, the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom 
said that his Zionism had not come through the Balfour Declaration 
or apy other cause, but because of his true love for Zion, for the 
Jew ish people and for everything Jew ish. He also referred to the 
presence of Professor Brodetsky's father and spoke of the great 
help which Mrs. Brodetsky was to her husband. 

A message from the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig was read by Mr. 
l.. Bakstansky, and tributes were paid to Professor Brodetsky by 
Mr. Leo. Herman, General Secretary of the World Keren Hayesod, 
and Mr. Janus Cohen. 

Professor Brodetsky, speaking of his visit to South Africa, said 
he had never experienced in any Jewish community such a com- 
plete and unquestioning devotion to Jewish life and, particularly, 
to Zionism and the building up of Palestine, as he had found in 
South Africa: There could. be no doubt, he said, that these 80,000 
Jews of South Africa represented one of the finest groups in Jewry 
as far as the understanding of the fundamentals of Jewish loyalty 
and of the necessity for real work on behalf of the rebuilding of the 
Jewish nation, as distinguished from mere talk, were concerned. 

Dealing with the situation in Palestine, Professor Brodetsky 
said that to them it was not only a source of the deepest mourning 
and regret that so many innocent Jews bad lost their lives at the 
hands of the terrorists. It was equally a source of mourning and 
regret that so many of those men who served bravely the Pales- 
tinian Government through the agency of the police and some of 
those soldiers who had been sent out to Palestine since the disturb- 
ances began, in order to pacify the country, had also fallen victims 
to these terrorists. And he thought he was right in saying that 
they deplored just as much the deaths of the hundreds of Arabs, 
most of whom fell victims to the terrorists who forced them to join 
them in these disturbances. They were told the strike would be 
called off the next day. There was nothing in the public statement 
which could justify them in assuming that the calling off of the 
strike meant the end of the terror. Let them hope it would soon be 
stopped, either willingly by the Arabs themselves or, if not willingly 
by them, then by the action of tbe Authorities. But let them 


assume that this bad been achieved. ‘This would not be the end of 
the trouble. 


Political Struggle to Continue 

The great political struggle, he said, would continue in the 
future and in a sense he thought it was no exaggeration to say that 
the real severity of the political struggle would only begin when 
the physical struggle had come to an end. The danger to the 
Yishuv was not the physical danger of the terrorism. It was 
certainly not the attempt to make lame the economic life of the 
Yishuy, iti which Arabs failed completely. The danger consisted in 
the fact that once again the problem of Palestine had been thrown 
into the arena of political discussion and that everybody who knew 
or did not know was giving advice and was expressing opinions 
which went to the very root of their work and was often calculated 
to endanger their work and to make it impossible. For the first 
time, a new feature had come into the situation which need not have 
come, if only Zionists had understood the meaning of political 
discipline a little more clearly. Zionism was never associated with 
the idea that European powers were to use Zionism for the purpose 
o! getting rid of their Jewish populations, and he considered it was 
a bad day in the history of the Jewish people when the repre 
sentatives of a country (Professor Brodetsky was referring to Poland) 
in which there lived 3,000,000 Jews should go to the League of 
Nations and speak outwardly as if they represented a cause which 
needed to be dealt with. 

There never had been a time when Zionism had been s0 
essential. Was it not a fact, he asked, that never for centuries bad 
the position of the Jewish people been so insecure in all countries- 
of the world as it was at the present moment? He referred 
to Fascist attacks on Jews in this country, and said that one of the 
saddest thoughts which he had to bring back with him from South 
Africa was that in that country they could bear the vilest language 
spoken from platforms and they could hear attacks made on the 
Jewish people without any sort of diplomatic verbiage in the 
Parliament itself in Cape Town. He assured them that the most 
depressing thing about the work in connection with the Fund for 
German Jewry was the helplessness of Jewry. Their enemies were 
still fighting against them, using every possible means to do so. 
5697 was going to be a year of severe political struggle, and 
Zionists would have to carry this struggle. They would have to 
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carry the whole of the Jewish people upon thei lt was 
pnly the real Zionists who understood the significance of the 
problem, namely, that it did not consist in trying to prove that they 
had done no harm to the Arabs. Everybody that. The 
problem was to insist, as they had never insisted *. upon the 
rights of the Jewish people to Palestine. |

Asa 
matter of fact, the Palestine Government had always controlled immigra- 
tion into that ccuntiy, with the exception of category A.1 (immigrants 
with a winimum capital of £1,000),, which was not subject to quota,

Characteristic are the comments of the Yipisnz TAGBrAT—the 
organ of the Polish Agudah, which always supported the Pilsudski 
regime: “ Tens of thousands of Jews are ready to emigrate ; their 
great poverty compels them to. Noone denies that this is so. But 
we do not wish, under the pretext of the need of Jewish emigration, 
to be degraded to the status of citizens of the second rank, 
citizens who must evacuate positions which others are to take from 
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them.’ The Socialist VOLKSZEITUNG writes: “ Every word of the 
Polish delegate was a deep insult to the Jewish masses in Poland, 
Over three million Jews are treated as “ burdensome foreigners, as 
a foreign body which must be removed.’

lol owing the departure of Mr Lester, the former League of 
Nations Commissioner, the situation in Danzig, it is reported, is 
becoming increasingly reminiscent of Germany during the months 
following the advent of the Nazi regime. Raids on opposition 
circles are a daily occurrence, and official action is being taken in 
complete disregard of the Danzig Constitution guaranteed by the 
League. According to the VOLKszeITUNG, Gauleriter 
Forster, the Danzig Nazi leader, proclaiming his “victory” over the 
League, bas publicly ‘declared that communal and cultural life 
would tread the same path as in Germany, adding that ~ Jewish 
influence would be conpletely eliminated. 

The 10,000 Jews in Danzig are living in fear of attacks. 
Although, even under Mr. Lester's regime, anti-Jewish propaganda 
was carried on freely, and the STURRMER was openly distributed in 
the streets and posted up on State buildings, the Jews nevertheless 
felt some measure of security in his presence. Now, however, they 
fear that the Nazis may make use of the interreguum between his 
departure and the appointment of a successor to intensify their 
onslaught. Already, the Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports, au 
administrative order has been issued by the Nazi authorities 
probibiting Shechita, 

Meanwhile, M. Komarnicki, one of Poland's representatives at 
Gieneva, has accepted an invitation by the League Council to assume 
responsibility for finding a solution of the problems that hava 
arisen in the Free City.

Anti-Semites Attack Budape:t Synagogue 


The new wave of anti Semitism in Hungary is rapidly increasing 
in violence, and grave excesses are now reported from Budapest. 
Following a meeting of the Christian Communal Party, at which 
wildly anti-Jewish speeches were delivered, a concerted attack was 
made on the Great Synagogue, where worshippers were gathered to 
celebrate the recent High Festivals, and windows were stoned.

THE FUTURE OF RUSSIAN JEWRY. 

A writer in LIDDISHE STIMME ts gravely pessimistic about the 
future of Russian Jewry. He points to many factors constitut- 
ing a serious menace to Jewish existence in that country. 

\fter referring to the splitting up of the former unified Jewry in 
Kussia into six different states which from the Jewish point of view was 
In itselfa catastrophe, the writer enumerates the many dangers that 
threaten the three millions of Jews in Soviet Russia. ‘These are (1) the 
dispersion of the Jewish population throughout the vast country; (2) the 
increased concentration of Jews in the big industrial centres: (3) the 
progressive reduction of the Jewish percentage of the total Russian 
population; (4) the linguistic assimilation; (5) the ban on the Hebrew 
language and its literature; (6) the isolation of Russian Jewry and 
its inability to be in contact with the Jewish National culture or even with 
the social life of their brothers outside Russia; (7) the diminution of the 
natural Jewish increase; (8) the disappearance of the peculiar forms of 
Jewish life hitherto bound up with the Jewish traditions, customs and 
Jewish economic life; (9) the mixed marriages between Jews and non- 
Jews. The writer elaborates each of these reasons for the gloomy outlook 
and gives statistical details in support of his analysis. Of particular 
interest are his fizures showing that the Jewish birth-rate was already in 
1926 the lowest in Soviet Russia. Similarly, he points to the fact that as 


far back as 1926, 50 per cent. of the Jews had already dropped Yiddish as 
their language.

A LITERARY “OLLA PODRIDA” 


One of these days, historians will begin to assess the inmumnense 
importance to England of the infiltration of merit which resulted from the 
failure of Jewish hopes of emancipation on the Continent in the middle 
of last century. To the events of 1848, for example, this countrys owed 
two of its most brilliant journalists (both, incidentally. as 
well) of the last generation. The father of the late ee wn Wolf then 
fled from his native Bohemia, to make his home ultimately in London.

But what impresses one above all in the 
work is the “burning love’”’ (to use the author's phrase} which the Low 
farmly felt for this country. Sir Sidney Low’s brother, it will be recalled. 
was Sir Maurice Low, who received the honour of knighthood for the 
outstanding services which he rendered to England im the U.S.A. in the 
opening phases of the War of 1914-18 

In this country, fortunately, there are constant reminders of the easy 
and natural relations of the Jewish Community with their neighbours, and 
of the manner in which Jewish life is considered an integral part of the 
pattern of that of the country as a whole. One sees an illustration of this 
in the sumptuous history of West Ham, Frery Years a Borovan, by 
Donald McDougall, published at 3s. 6d. by the Borough Council to cele 
brate its jubilee. We read here of the growth im recent years of the 
Jewish Community, of the fine Synagegue erected at Forest Gate in 1911 

and of the social, benevolent and educational institutions that it main- 
tains. Within the precincts of the Borough Is also, of course, One of the 
largest Jewish cemeteries in the Metropolitan area, now no longer used 
Another reminder of Jewish participation in every facet of English 
life comes from Messrs. Edward Arnold, in the form of the fifth volume 
in their Roadmaker’s Library, Roaps (25s. net.). This is fromm 
the pen of Dr. Percy Edwin Spielmann, the general editor of the series, 
the erudite son of Mr. Manon Spielmann. Highly technical though the 
subject is, the historical introduction is interesting even for the lay reader 
The pubheation ts particularly apposite at a tune when Mr. Hore-Belisha 
18 Minister of Transport. What would German visitors say if they realised 
that even the roads in this country are ‘‘non-Aryan’’? 

The Jew, mindful of the teachings of Isaiah, cannot fail to be a little 
cisconcerted at the main thesis of the late Professor C. van Vollenhoven’« 
book, Tue Law or Peace (Macmillan and Co., Ltd., 10s. 6d.). In this, 
the author contends that a real international law of peace has neve: 
existed. The Middle Ages, indeed, upheld the principle of a disinterested 
super-national authornty, and im the last half-century, faltering steps 
have been made in the direction of an international system of law and 
order. But the Italo-Abyssinian affair has demonstrated, once and for 
all, that the prevention of war is unpossible unless there is set up some 
superior mternational authority possessing the requisite backing of force, 
organised in advance. This, indeed, is beginning to be realised by think 
ing men and women in all countnes and of all shades of political thought 
The Dutch jurist and anthropologist receives an tinexpected support frorm 
Ceal Lewis in his gripping, exquisitely-written account of the hfe of an 
adventurous young pilot m the Royal Ai Force during the War, 
SAGITTARIUS Ristnc (Peter Davies, 8s. 6d.). Not even the most belhicose 
reader can accuse the author of being a mealy-mouthed pacifist ; but he 
rises to real heights of eloguence when he pleads for the orgarusation o1 
an international air police force, federally’ controlled, in order to save 
Civilisation from imminent destruction. The same, in effect, is the plea 
of H. N. Braitlsford’s pamphlet, Towarps a New Leacue (New State- 
man and Nation, 6d.), and Lord Davies’ Anarcuy or Prace’® (New 
Commonwealth ; Constable, 9d.). 

It is widely felt in academic circles that one of the greatest menaces 
to scholarship is the continuous stream of half-baked University theses 
which pours nowadays from the Press, particularly in America. From 
the newly-established Bayard Press, of Wilhamsport, Pennsylvama, there 
now comes Dr. Joseph Sarachek’s Farru anp Reason: THE CONFLICT 
Over THE RATIONALISM OF Maimonipes (Vol. 1. 2 dollars). The work, 
which was awarded a prize by the Jewish Theological Seminary of 
America, and was subsequently presented as a thesis at Columbm 
University, was certainly an admirable piece of adolescent research, but 
the author would have been wiser to re-write it before having it printed 
The period is one of extraordimary interest. There’ were anathemas anc 
counter-anathemas; slashing attacks and subtle arguments; denouncing 
of opponents, torture, mutilation, even (to the eternal shame ot 
fanaticism) the burning of Maimonides’ works. All this is recounted in 
Dr. Sarachek’s pages, but it is seldom that he rises to the height of his 
theme. There is a meticulous—sometimes ridiculously meticulous— dis- 
section of the original authorities, but little original contmbution; anc 
the narrative is far from clear. One is reminded of the legendary report 
of a well-known University examiner on a thesis by a Jews’ College 
student: ‘‘ Professor ———- assures me that the candidate’s Hebrew 
scholarship is beyond question; personally, I can attest that he cannot 
write English.’’ 

We may turn from these essays in Jewish history on the wider scale 
to a useful contribution to Anglo-Jewish annals, which historians of the 
future will find useful: Mr. Paul Goodman's admirable little record, Tre 
B’war B’arru, First Lopes or ENGLanp, published to commemorate its 
silver jubilee. It is the type of essay at which Mr. Goodman is at his 
best—charming, smooth, delightfully anecdotal; and, by reason of the 
important part which the B’nai B'rith has played in Anglo-Jewish life 
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in the past quarter-of-a-century, of considerable permanent value for 
the student. In particular, Mr. Goodman gives an account—the first 
available outside the columns of the periodical Press—of the ‘‘Communal 
Revolution *’ of June, 1917, when the anti-Zionist letter in Tus Tres, 
signed by the Presidents of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, evoked an unparalleled wave of resentment. In the negotia- 
tions which followed, according to Mr. Goodman, the Lodge played a 
prominent —almost a preponderant—rdle, in collaboration with the 
English Zionist Federation. His views do not apparently command 
universal agreement, te judge from the pamphlet which has been privately 
published as a counterblast by Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn, A ParaGraPnH oF 
AnGLO-Jewtsun History : Tur Boarp or Dervties anp THe B'nar B’ rite.

As the demonstration approached Victona Park, the number of 
hostile Fascists mereased. Thev lined the panction of Grove Road and 
(;reen Street. the “Aberdeen public house, and from: behind the 
pohee gave the Fascist salute and squirted water at the marchers. I saw 
a hunk of foul meat fly through the arr and land in the road. At 
Vicetona Park: speeches were dehvered and the demonstration re-formed 
to march to Shoreditch. 

The demonstration had puis the Corer of Nile Road and 
Burdett Road. at about 4 pin. without any meident About an hour 
later, a gang of from T00 to 200 youths, aged from sixteen to eighteen, 
made ther way across the almost deserted road from Clnton Street 
shouting: “Hail Mosley!" and “Down with the Yids!” They threw 
stones at the windows of the Jewish shops, carefully avoiding the non- 
Jewish shops, and stole as much as they could lay their hands on, 
From one outhiitters store, they took Lies, shirts, gloves and window 
fittings, which last they used as missiles and which were later found 
cnt hae r windows. The looters acted quickly and energetically anc 
made off before they could be stopped. Because of their numbers and 
because ot their viciousness, no shopkeepe1 Was rash enough to attonipt 
Ta) stop them. One did step outside, but was met with a hail of stones 
and had to retreat, 

It is clear that this was a deliberately planned assault by certain 
people who knew there would be no police and few individuals present 
to bar their way. 

As I was speaking to one shopkeeper, his mother-in-law. an 
elderly Jewess, who had just heard the news, rushed in. The look of 
terror on her face and her hysterical questions showed clearly that 
this attempt to terrorise the Jewish people of East London is having 
some etiect. Another shopkeepe r wanted to know what to do, and 
had decided to lay in a store of timber to barricade himself in 
against future attacks. A third was very grateful to the Jewish 
People’s Couneil, which is calling a meeting of these shopkeepers and 
giving them legal assistance. Many of them are not insured. and one 
is asking for compensation from the Stepney Borough Council. 

As I left, a rather distressing, but revealing, incident occurred. 
A Jewess and a Christian woman had bumped into each other. Both 
lost their tempers. I recognised the phrases that flowed from the lips 
of the Gentile as almost identical with those used by Blackshirt 
speakers. The Jews, for example, were accused of living in fine houses, 
while the non-Jews lived in two rooms and scrubbed floors. 

As I slowly walked from the junction of Burdett Road and Mile 
End Road westward, I was amazed at the destruction of property 
that had occurred. For some few hundred yards broken plate-glass 
windows gaped like ugly wounds. In particular, I noticed the boarded- 
up shop of Mr. A. Caplan, whose windows had been almost entirely 
destroyed. I was shown the stones and boulders that had been thrown 
and which had been obtained from across the road, where the road- 
menders were busy. Although these shopkeepers were naturally 
indignant at what had taken place, I noticed the apprehensive tone 
in their voices.

The worst atrocity, however, is reported by Mr. Samuel Jelen, 
ii hairdresser, ot Mile End Road, who told the Press : “a heard thie 
rnenser, ana went to the shop door. A crowd ol about 200 youths rushed 
towards me. Four or five of the foremost members got me. One hit 
me across the face with a large piece of wood, fcfore | could get 
on. to mv feet again. I was seized and hurled through the window o' 
Mr. Philip Levy's tailor’s shop. The crowd then picked up a littl 
vivl and hurled her after me. Luckily she fell on me, otherwise shy 
might have been seriously injured, The crowd then seed articl 
in the window.” 

Seotland Yard issued the following statement: “A demonstration 
organised by the Communist Party formed up on Tower Hull thu 
afternoon and marched to Victoria Park, where they held a meeting 
some Op Positron was shown to them as they entered the park and in 
the park itself, but no serious disorder oceurred.

MIDNIGHT TERROR IN STEPNEY 


House Attacks by Fascist Bands 
INVADERS CHASED BY RESIDENTS 


[From a Special Corresponde ret | 


At approximately 11 p.m. on Monday of last week, the inhabitants 
of Stepney Green were thrown into a state of pamic by an attack on 
the Stepney Green Buildings during the course of winch two persons 
were injured and many windows smashed by stones and other nnssiles. 
Shortly betore 11 o'clock ny attention was drawn by shouts at the 
entrance to the Buildings, where, I was told, Fascists had entered and 
a man had been injured. A policeman arnved on the scene and after 
a perfunctory investigation decided that the inhabitants were suffering 
from “ bad nerves.’ 

True, the people were in a state of jumpiness and were quite 
prepared to cry “ Blackshirt ” at any moving shadow, but subsequent 
events proved that the terror shown was well-founded; for hardly had 
the policeman passed on than the noise of crashing windows was heard 
and about a dozen men were seen approaching the passage-way between 
the Park and the Buildings hurling stones, ete., at people and windows. 
l managed lo get close enough to see the colour of the shirts under 
their jackets and the glint of the silver buckles on their belts—they 
were Blackshirts. Police vans were soon on the spot, but not before 
the local inhabitants had succeeded in chasing the attackers to the 
lower end of Stepney Green, where they were lost sight of. 

A little later 1 saw a large number of people march from the 
Green towards the Fascist headquarters in Essian Street, but was 
informed that the police had evacuated the Blackshirts and that a 
cordon had been thrown across the entrance to the street. Neverthe- 
less, Blackslurt bands were still abroad; for later that evening, Mr. 
Pearson, the well-known local speaker of the Blue-and-White Shirts, 
was set upon and had to receive hospital attention. Dunng the 
evening a man with a foot injury was escorted to the Jewish Hospital 
lor attention. He had with him a Fascist belt—more weapon than 
belt, indeed-——that he had wrested from one of his assailants. 


Fire at Fascist Headquarters 


Jewish Neighbours’ Fear of Consequences 
[From our Special Correspondent] 


At 3 a.in. on Tuesday morning, the door of the B.U.F. Bethnal 
Given Headquarters in Green Street, was found to be alight. The fire 
brigade extinguished it in a few moments. 

Yet all sorts of stories have reached the Press. A woman in the 
building (why should there have been a woman on business premises 
at that hour?) is said to have “rushed through the flames” in an 
heroic endeavour to read the number of a fast car that was speeding 
away. A man living on the top floor is supposed to have said: “ The 
room was lit up by flames.” 

One is reminded of the Reichstag fire stunt. To the Jewish 
shopkeepers of Green Street, it seerns very much like this. They fear 
that they will be made responsible for a happening with which they 
have had no connection. As it is, their position in this anti-Semitic 
street is rather precarious. : 

_ I spoke to a number of them and they, like the shopkeepers in 
Mile End Road, are very much afraid of what is going to happen. 
Those who have come from the Continent to seek refuge from pogroms 
in. democratic England see in these terrorist acts the forerunners of 
English pogroms. I am not exaggerating when I say that they are 
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badly seared. As for the younger generation of English Jews 
eonfidence in the democratic traditions of England jis being 
senously shaken. Too Inany cases ot police partiality towards Bias 
are witnessed by them. y 

From all shopkeepers comes the same story. It is only since the 
arrival of Fascism in East London that this steady trend towards 
terrorism has taken place. One shopk eper told me he was threatened 
with a knife by a young frequenter of the Blackshirt headquarters and 
told that his time was coming. 
Blackshirts with the words: “ We'll do you in one by one. put you in 
a sack and throw you in the ‘Cut.” (The ‘Cut’ is a nearby eanal ) 
Indicative of the terrornsm that reigns in the district is that Jewish 
people are afraid to venture out into the streets at night. At the

First there were seven rows of four, then 
followed some ten drummers, Mosley in Storm: Trooper's garb—peaked 
cap and jack-boots—wlule behind followed a long tile of Blackshirts 
m “eivvies.” Mosley and his followers were surrounded by thousands 
ot pohece. Meanwhile, Joyce was shouting into the macrophone : “And 
to think they said “They shall not pass. They have pussed and we 
have come to stav. We shall stay and your Jewish masters shall go.” 

Mosley was received with great applause from his supporters. 
He saluted in Fascist style, and his umported followers responded. 
“Brother Blackshuirts,”’ he began, “to-night the people of East London, 
this great city, has given its reply to the Jews and every alen force 
which in this country tnes to prevent Englishmen from passing 
through English streets.” He spoke in a harsh raucous voice, while 
thousands of policemen surrounded the audience. There seemed to 
be pretty well four policemen to each Blackshirt present. At the 
end of each statement a cheer began. It was obvious that this cheer- 
Ing was organised in the best Nuremberg lnanner, one section taking 
it up where another left off. 

At the end, Mosley saluted and organised applause began again. 
Suddenly a gramophone began to play the Blackshirt marching song, 
and following that a record of “God Save the King” was played. This 
was transmitted through the powerful microphone that Mosley had 
used. Mosley then made off to the accompaniment of slogan shouting. 
His followers formed up to march back to Bethnal Green. They were 

composed mainly of youngsters. 

| The immediate effect of this Fascist propaganda was soon heard. 
Different. crowds began to shout: “Ay! Ay! Ay! Mozzeltov” and 
“Yids! Yids! We've got to get rid of the Yids!” <A section of young 
girls began to sing “Aby, Aby, my Boy” and danced to it.

SIR JOHN SIMON TO RECEIVE DEPUTATION

At both Manchester and Salford City Councils last week the 
question of Fascism was debated, An application by the Fascists to 
use St. George's Park, Hulme, for an open-au meeting was discussed by 
the Manchester Council. Councillor E. Barnacott moved that the Parks 
Committee’s decision to grant the application be referred back for 
further consideration. He was not taking a political viewpoint, but 
St. George’s was a small park not suitable for this type of meeting He 
recalled that the last Fascist meeting in Hulme had led to disturbances 
and arrests. The Council should realise the real trouble where these 
people were concerned was their marching im uniform The people 
must be protected from: injury and public property must he protected, 
The provocative methods of the Fascists attracted people against then 
better pudygment 

Alderman Wright Robinson, seconding. also urged the prohibition 
of the wearing of uniforms. It was not a question of tree speech, but 
ot whether a section of the that belheved in violence, in 
outraging the feelings and sentiments of an uuportant section of the 
community, should be allowed to provoke and insult them with all 
sorts of epithets. Councillor Rafferty suggested that the msignificant 
Fascist party was receiving far too much advertisement. 

Alderman Sir Miles E. Mitchell explained that it was at the request 
of the Labour Party that St. George's Park had been included in the 
list of parks authorised for public meetings, and the Fascists would 
be granted no more rights than other parties» The question ot 
preserving public peace was in the hands of the Cluet Constable and 
the police. Councillor Larrad agreed that the Parks Coromuttee should 
not be asked to shoulder the responsibility of prohibiting the meeting, 
It was only since the arrival of the Fascists that there had been any 
serious trouble. The truth was that they were not Manchester citizens 
anxious to express their views peacefully, but political bullies nuported 
expressly to create disorder.

Once more the Jewish Hospital in Manchester has made a pro 
cressive move whic should set a lead to the country. It has bee 
decided by the Bourd of Managemerrt that the hours of duty of al. 
nurses be reduced to forty-eight a week, and it is believed that th 
Hospital is the first voluntary hospital in the country to take th

Mr. Laski recalled thy 
lead given on former occasions by the Jewish Hospital m hospits 
orgamsation and procedure, notably the system of appointments f 
out-patients, making the usual waiting period for attention alnmos' 
non-existent, and the alteration of the waking hour for patients fro: 
5 to 7 a.m.;, giving the boon of two hours’ extra sleep to those suffe 
ing from illness. But it was very costly, necessitating a double nursin, 
staff on duty for a certain period. They had always, said Mr. Lask:

service are so bad? We believe the time has come for this Hospita! 
again to set an example to the whole country by reducing the workiny 
hours of our nurses to forty-eight per week. I feel that it is no 
exaggeration to say that this is giving a new charter to the nursing 
profession.” 

This step meant building a new wing to the Nurses’ Heme to 
accommodate the twenty extra nurses necessary, and it would mean 
an expenditure of £4,000 to £5,000, apart from a further annual habilit, 
for upkeep, salaries, ete., of about £800. How were they to manae 
this, asked Mr. Laski, in view of their financial commitments already ° 
The answer was: through the generosity of the Bernhard Baron 
rrust and the consulting of Mr. Albert I. Belisha, the recently elected 
President of the Hospital. The Trust was making a grant of £5,000, 
and the extension would be known as the “Bernhard Baron Nurses 
Home.” The future yearly cost, however, would still have to be 
found. Mr. Laski said that the two appeals he had made to the 
Christian Community (and it must. be remembered that the Hospita! 
had 70 to 80 per cent. non-Jewish patients) had brought in only 
£300, as against contributions from the Jewish citizens of £11,000, to 
help to reduce the debt; The whole of their fellow-citizens should

Fascist Demonstration a Fiasco 


Stadium Only One-Sixth Full 


A LEADERLESS PROCESSION 
[From our Correspondent] 


It is no exaggeration in terms to describe the Fascist demonstra 
tion which took place in Liverpool on Sunday as a fiasco. ‘The meeting 
was held in the Liverpool Stadium, whicli is capable of accommodating 
about 6,000 people. Just over 1,000 people were present, the great 
inmajority of whom proved, by giving the Fascist salute, that the» 
were members of the party. The reason given by Mosley for. th: 
paucity of numbers was that people were frightened by the crowds. 

Acts of Parliament especially applying to Liverpool give the loca! 
police authorities wide control of the regulation of processions throug! 
the city, and this enabled the police to refuse to allow the Blackshurt 
procession to pass any Jewish quarter or Synagogue. They were 
miven permission alone to march along the highway from their head 
quarters in Mount Pleasant to the Stadium; they were not permitted 
to re-lorm a procession when the meeting had terminated. The powers 
given to the police contributed greatly to the limitation of the possible 
area of disorder, 

The situation appeared threatening at one or two places along 
the route, but at no time did the police allow matters to get out ot 
hand, and as a result of the several scuffles which took place twelve 
arrests were made. The Jewish Community unhesitatingly obeyed the 
warning of the local representatives of the Board of Deputies to give 
“ wide berth to the procession and meeting, and in no case has « 
Jew been in any way connected with the proceedings. 

It had originally been planned by the Blackshirts that the 
procession should march to the Stadium by a four-mile route, and 
that Mosley should take the salute at the Cenotaph. In view of the 
fact that the Chief Constable held other views on the matter, some 
300 Blackshirts marched direct to the Stadium minus their leader, who 
followed later by car from the Adelphi Hotel. The situation looked 
most dangerous in Lime Street, where the crowd became greatly 
incensed when a middle-aged man was knocked down by a Fascist 
van, and it became recessary for the mounted police to clear the area. 

Sir Oswald Mosley appeared on the platform twenty minutes after 
the scheduled time and, standing in front of the microphone with 
legs wide apart and his hands in the belt of his uniform, plunged 
unmediately into his speech. He spoke in such a loud voice that most 
of his utterances were completely drowned by the booming echo of 
his own voice in the comparatively empty hall. 
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The scenes at Liverpool on Sunday were described at the police 
court on Monday, when twelve men and youths were charged. Mr 
| Bishop (prosecuting) said that there was considerable disorder. 
Large crowds gathered and stones and othe r nussiles thrown 
ndiscriminately, There were 300 police officers on duty.

Literary and Arts Socicty 


LORD MELCHETT’S PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 
[From our Correspondent] 


The first meeting of the newly amalgamated Literary and Arts 
Society opened on Sunday last at the Communal Hall, where a crowded 
audience listened to the Presidential Address of Lord Melchett. Mr. 
I. Shortt presided. 

Lord Melchett, who reviewed the present 
Jewry, said that for the first time for centuries Jews in Eng'and were 
subject to anti-Semitic parades of a character well known on the 
Continent. He believed that these demonstrations were unpopular 
in England and not strongly supported by the British people. Speak- 
ing of Palestine, Lord Melchett referred to the announcement of the 
settlement of the Arab strike on the basis of a very moderately worded 
appeal by the leaders of four other great Arabian States. It was 
hard to prophesy whether peace would be restored, he said, but the 
work of the Royal Commission was appreciably nearer. It was in 
Europe that Jews found themselves in the most di‘heult and dangerous 
position of their history, and this apart from the terrible persecution 
of the Jews in Germany. The world was seen to be dividing into Right 
and Left, Red and Black, with a passion and intensity which knew 
no bounds. For the Jews there was no choice at all, no possible 
alternative. Jewry must inevitably be driven to the Left, because 
the Right was infected with the disease of anti-Semitism. There 
was, however, one hope; indeed, the only hope. The banner of 
Zionism must be raised between these two extremes. To-day, Zionism 
as a political force had an entirely new meaning, and an importance 
which it had never previously enjoyed. Zionism had the power to 
save and redeem, and must be fostered and supported to the utmost. 
The great problem was how to deal with the multitude of Jews in 
Europe, in view of the comparatively small absorptive capacity of 
Palestine. 

A discussion followed, the speakers being Mrs, H. Silverstone, 
Messrs. S. Marks, 8. P. Abrams, L. Rosenberg, J. Goldstein, and M. 
Berner. A vote of thanks was accorded Lord Melchett on the motion

Blackshirt Provocation May Lead to R’ot 
CRITICISM OF HOME SECRETARY'S ATTITUDE 


At a recent. meeting of the Hull Watch ¢ ormmittee, a letter was read 
from Councillor Jack Nicholson, asking if Fascists could be prohibited 
from meeting in uniform in the city. The letter contained allegations 
that members of anti-Fascist organisations were being warned bs 
letter that they were “marked men,” It also declared that Jews 
carrying on business in the city had had placards pasted on their 
windows, saying that Communists and Socialists were financed by the 
Jews; and that a woman Fascist, by patrolling outside a Jewish shop 
had interfered with its business. : 

The Chairman (Alderman Stark) declared that at a previous 
meeting of the Committee he had stated that there would be no more 
meetings of the Blackshirts held in uniform. © He explained that the 
chief constable could only act when he saw a breach of the peace being 
committed. It was a question entirely for the chief constable and 
nobody else. The Committee could pass a resolution and the chiet 
constable could tell them to mind their own business. 

Alderman Allan maintained that Fascist methods were foreign to 
our British constitution. “ Would it not be possible to approach the 
Home Secretary to see if these activities cannot be curtailed or 
stopped?” he asked. i 

The Chairman said that the matter had been raised more than 
once in the House of Commons, and the Home Secretary’s answer had 
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been that the Fascists were entitled to hold a meeting the same as 
anyone else and that it was the demonstrators who ‘were at fault 
The Chairman added that he did not agree with this attitude. 7 

“] think the whole thing is foreign to us, whether it's red, black 
or green shirts,” said Councillor H. M. Harrison. “ The whole blinkine 
lot of them are a nuisance.” 

“TT can see a first-class riot brewing in Paragon Square,” eK 
Alderman Stark, the Deputy Lord Mayor. “Every Saturday nicht 
there are insulting remarks made there and obstructions caused.” 

One Jew, Couneillor Nicholson said, had complained to a constable 
that he had been assaulted and the constable had said that nothing 
could be done. Another had protested to two local Members of 
Parliament that bills had been stuck on his windows. He agreed that 
the provocation in Paragon Square would mean that someone would 
soon get hurt—snd generally speaking it was innocent people who 
suffered. He was concerned about people being provoked into attacks 
just because they happened to be born Jews.

Spain and the Jews 


DEAN'S REGRET FOR MISINTERPRETED REMARKS 
{From a Correspondent} 


The CorK EXAMINER has for several weeks been featuring cores 
pondence on the ** Jewish question” in connection with recent events in 
Spain. Last month, a mass meeting was held in Cork under the auspice 
of the United Christian Front, to protest against the persecution of 
Spanish Catholics. The principal speaker was the Right Rev. Mon: 
Sexton, Dean of Cork, who, in the course of his oration, made frequen’ 
references to the ** renegade Jews of Moscow,” as being responsible for 
the persecution. ‘The meeting was attended by 40,000 people who largely 
applauded the Dean's remarks, and the full text of the speech w. 
given prominence in the EXAMINER, . 

In reply, the Rev. J. Wolman, the minister of the Congregatio: 
wrote to the EXAMINER expressing his sympathy with the objects of th: 
meeting, but pointing out that the Dean had made remarks which caused 
pain to another persecuted race, and that certain of the statements wer 
not in accordance with the officially accepted facts. Whereas World 
Jewry dissociated itself from the principles of Communism, the pub'ii 
would be likely to misconstrue. the terms used by tlie Dean as bein: 
tantamount to a.denunciation of World-Jewry. Mr, Wollman furthe 
pointed to the influence of Hitler and Nazi Germany in sheltering thei: 
cnilt in the fomenting of trouble prior to the actual outbreak in Spain 
under cover of a hypocritical denunciation of the Soviet, and conclude! 
with a plea for religious tolerance. 

The Dean, in reply, expressed regret if any of his remarks had causcu 
pain to the Jewish community, and stated that he had had no intention 
of offering any reflection against Jews generally, While disagreeing wit! 
the Rev. Mr. Wolman’s statements about Germany's part in the Spanis): 
crisis, be said that Hitler could be rightly blamed for many bad things. 
that Catholics did not think highly of him, and that no one wanted his 
imitator ip lreland. 

A moving personal letter urging religious toleration, which was sent by) 
the Rev. Mr. Wolman to the Dean, was also published in the EXAMINE 
with Mr. Wolman’s permission, It is stated that the correspondence has 
made a deep and favourable impression on the general public, and that 
while many similar meetings have been held since, no reference whatevc: 
has been made to Jews—renegade or otherwise.

GREATER EFFORTS 
[From our Correspondent | 


Owing to the Holy Days only three days were availab'e for oven 
nir meetings last week, and as many as eighteen were arranged. 
There were four on Sunday: West Green Road, Totteubam, 
Edmonton Green, Ridley Road and Ravensdale Road; six on 
Monday: Tottenham Road, Holcroft Road (Well Street), Highbury 
Corner, Harman Street, Hoxton, Comyn Road, Clapham Junction, 
and Lesbia Road, Clapton: and eight on Tuesday: Gordon Road, 
Stoke Newington, Station Road, Ilford, Stafford Road. Bow. Duckett 
Street, Stepney, Mapes Street, Bethnal Green Road, broadway, 
London Fields, Newington Green, Stoke Newington and Forest Road, 
Kingsland Road. 

About thirty speakers were distributed at these mectings, including 
Mes:rs. Barnett Janner, P. Horowitz, G. Soman, C. M. Picciotto, P. D. J. 
Druiff, Marcus Lipton, I. J. Lindner, Dr. J. L. Blonstein, Dr. B. Shanson 
and Lieut.-Commander M. M. Bright. 

ILFORD MEETING—One of the most suctessful meetings was held at 
Iiford. The Chair was taken by Mr. M. Winter, a local man who served 
during the War and gaMmed the Military Medal. There were a few Black 
shirts in the crowd. which numbered about 5.0, very fow of whom were 
Jews: and one of the Blackshirts made a sneering remark to the cffect 
that the Chairman resembled a ‘* walking pawn shop.” This referred to 
the Military Medal and the 1914 Star which Mr. Winter wore. ‘The 
remark caused resentment, and the Diackshirt apologised 

After Messrs. Rose and Briskman had addressed the crowd, Mr. 
Barnett Janner spoke and recalled Sic Oswald Mosiley’s association with 
the *‘ New Party.” Mr. Janner said that five years ago he was a candidate 
for Parliament in Whitechapel. Sir Oswald Mosley formed a party of 
his own which was called the ‘* New Party,” and was it known that out 
of the fifteen or sixteen candidates he put in the ficld, five were Jews”? 
When he came down to support one of his candida‘es, ** Kid” Lewis, he 
(Sir Oswald) did not go to Wapping where the Catholics lived, or Shadwell 
or St. George's. He came right into the heart of the Jewish area in 
Whitechapel—Brick Lane—and spoke to the Jewish people. He told 
them not to support the other parties because he was the spokesman for 
all races and classes and the Jewish people shonld support him. 
Where was the decency of a man who first went to Whitechapel to cet 
Jewish support, and now lela Party which indulged in Jew-baiting’ Mr. 
Janner said that theirs was a non-political platform which belonged to 
the Jewish Friendly Societies who were part of a greater national 
movement numbering seven millions, 


Grand Order of Israel and Shield of David 

The Order has suffered a sevére loss by the untimely death of Sister 
Annie Goo.iman, of Liverpool, who for a considerable period occupied the 
position of President of the Cecilia Spiro Lodge, which attained a strong 
position under her guidance, Sister Goodman was responsible for the 
inauguration of sewing classes through which some 200 garments were 
annually distributed to poor Jewish children, The Liverpool Board of 
Guardians frequently conveyed their gratitude for this work to Sister 
Goodman and the Lodge. She acted on several occasions as delegate to 
the Order's annual conference and also represented her Lodge at the 
Lancashire District Council. Members of all the Liverpool Lodges 
lament her loss. 

Bro. I. Greenbaum presided at the quarterly meeting of the Imperial 
Lodge, held at the Institute, Adler Street, E. Nine new members were 
initiated, making forty-five new entrants during the past six months. A 
vote of thanks was accorded to Bros. A. Giensnick, I. Bersuk and A. 
Yeschefsky for their efforts in’ obtaining this addition to the numerical 
strength of the Lodge. A report on the annual conference was submitted 
by Bros. Glensnick and Greenbaum, who acted as delegates. Bro. Lew 
Levy, representing the Grand Lodge Executive, delivered an address on 
the general Jewish situation and the Order's activities.

Mr. Paul Lindenberg (the Chairman) said that the receipts for interest 
and dividends amounted to £112,431, from which they had to deduct 
discounts on realisation of loans amounting to £42,000, and, therefore, on 
balance au amount of £70,258 remained against £42,750 last year. Their 
investments again showed an increased appreciation compared with the 
preceding year of £31,487. They proposed to pay a dividend of 2 per cent. 
on the ordinary shares and, after various adjustments, they would carry 
forward £15,886, which was £7,000 in excess of the preceding financial year. 

The ordinary dividend was not very high, but the fact. that they had 
to pay so high a rate of interest as 64 per cent. on the Preference shares 
prevented them this year from distributing on the ordinary shares a higher 
dividend than last year. They hoped that the time would not be too distant 
when they could make some arrangements for a more equitable division 
of profits for both classes of shares. The large amount of repayments of 
loans in foreign countries involved a loss, due. to exchange restrictions, and 
ence they had finally reduced such loans to a figure which would avoid such 
losses in future Balance-sheets, they were confident that the income from 
ether sources would enable them to declare dividends on the ordinary shares 
which were more satisfactory to their constituents. 


A SATISFACTORY YEAR 


The business for the past year had, on the whole, been quite satisfactory. 
They had taken an interest in and they had been able to carry through 
transactions which had not only been profitable for the Company, but had 
also proved entirely satisfactory to their friends who were associated with 
them in those transactions and to the public which had invested in shares 
placed by them. They had sponsored during the last ten years quite a number 
of commercial and industrial enterprises which, almost without exception, 
had developed to their entire satisfaction. One of the more important 
companies with which they dealt during the last year was the reconstruction 
of the firm of Davy Bros., in Sheffield, and that company was now in a 
sound position and held out hopes of a prosperous future. 

Their sphere of operations had been entirely transferred to enterprises 
in the British Empire, which, he believed, would meet with shareholders’ 
approval. The economic conditions, especially in the United Kingdom, had 
been highly satisfactory, and, he hoped, would continue so. With regard 
to the changes which had taken place in the last few weeks in the foreign 
exchange situation, France, Switzerland, Holland and Italy had devalued their 
currencies and were therefore now more in alignment with the United States 
and Great Britain. To say that they were all on the same basis would not. be 
accurate; but the steps taken were, in his opinion, a move in the right 
direction. One of the most hopeful factors was that at last co-operation 
between the important monetary centres could be achieved and, if further 
steps of a similar character should follow, there was indeed hope that at 
long last the world would return to sound business conditions.

TEA AND RUBBER POSITION 


Mr. Eric Miller's speech on Octol r 13th, at the twenty emgbth Ann ial 
Meeting of Harrisons and Crosfield, Ltd., comprised as usual a review of the 
Tea and Rubber Industries during the past year: Of the former he said: 
Probably the most striking event in the tea industry has. been the increase ot 
twopence per pound in the Um, tea duty imposed it} the last Budget, rail 
it to 4d. per pound on Empire and 6d. per pound on foreign grown tea, Even 
though this additional duty may not materially check consumption in this 
country, it will certainly not help us to increase it. It came as an unexpected 
and unpleasant surprise to the trade, and it is a pity that the present time 
should have for this additional impost, when the industry is 
still unable to make ends meet without the help of international reculation of 
supplies and is expending large sums on propaganda in an effort to stimulate 
the further consumption of tea in the countries which offer the best prospects 
ol expansion,

Something like £400,000 a year is being put up by producers 
for propaganda conducted by the International Tea Market Expansion Board. 
Turning to the rubber plantation industry, Mr. Miller said: Stocks in 
London and Liverpool public warehouses, looked upon as the 
barometer of the industry, had reached the figure ever recorded. at 
178,000 tons in mid‘September, 1935. The corresponding figure at the end of 
September this year was 103,000 tons, the diminution having proceeded very 
steadily week by week. It is natural, therefore, that the price should have 
improved in recent months from the unsatisfactory level to which. it fell in 
1935. The world output of automobiles has made rapid recovery in the last 
year or two, although the 1935 total of 5.200.000 vehicles is satill about one 
million less than were turned out in the boom year, 1929. The output for 
1936 will be greater than it was in 1935. At the end of 1935, twenty-*ix 
million automobiles were registered in the U.S.A. and eleven milhon in other 
countries, a total of thirty-seven million vehicles in use, 
INCREASED USE OF RUBBER 

Although the automobile industry still absorbs about two-thirds of the 
rubber which goes into consumption and is likely to remain the predominant 
user, it is gratifying to see a steady increase in other directions. The fitting 
of pneumatic tyres to agricultural vehicles has proved very advantageous to 
farmers, and though it is not practical to convert old vehicles from iron-shod 
to rubber tyres, it looks as if pneumatics will soon be standard equipment on 
most new vehicles sold. The use of rubber in latex form continues to increase, 
the 1935 shipments, equivalent to over 20,000 tons of dry rubber, being four 
times as great as the 1929 figure. This latex is going largely into outlets 
for which ordinary rubber is not suitable and is extending well beyond the 
field of the rubber industry. 1936 shows further headway in this direction. 

With the experience of the Tin Regulation Committee before us it seems 
to me not inappropriate to suggest that the rubber industry and the Govern- 
ments concerned might well be turning their minds to a preliminary con- 
sideration of the question of continuing regulation, so that any queries or 
possible difficulties can be cleared up in good time. 

We are more directly interested in the guilder than the franc, and the 
decision which was taken towards the end of September by the Governments 
concerned came to us as a relief from prolonged tension.

His picture of Charles I is a scrupulous and sincere attempt to show 
that monarch as a model of virtue, high-minded, sensitive and con- 
scientious. But in doing so, he has been led to do scant justice to some 
of those who opposed that monarch’s autocratic activities. Thus we 
have a Cromwell depicted in a way that contradicts what must have been 
the essential greatness of the man, a greatness which is apparent ever 
to those who bitterly disapprove some of his actions. The play is 4 
masterly piece of work for the most part. Two scenes, in particular, stand 
forth as vigorously alive and gripping in their intensity. In one of them. 
the narrow-minded Laud is shown arguing with Cromwell, and in the 
other the equally narrow-minded Prynne denounces the evils of the 
playhouse.

WRESTLING 
Fake Jewish Champion Exposed 


|\From our Correspondent—Nrew Yor«] 


In these columns of September 4th we reprinted an item culled from 
the JEWISH WESTERN BULLETIN of Vancouver, British Columbia, stating 
that Dave Levin, the present heavyweight wrestling champion of the 
world, isa Jew. Thisisincorrect. The story of Levin's Jewishness is 
one that was broadcast by his managers in an effort to attract Jewish 
attention. In truth, it was an out and out fraud perpetrated by the 
notorious American wrestling trust which shifts the championship about 
among its various wrestlers in accordance with the demands of good 
business. 

Levin, whose real name is George Wenzel, is not Jewish but German, 
He was supposed to be of Orthodox Jewish parentage and to have an 
uncle who was a German refugee. The story brought him reams of 
publicity, but it was discontinued when the wrestling trust bad to decide 
whether to permit Levin to wrestle on Yom Kippur or not, In this 
emergency, it was decided that the time had come when Levin's 
masquerade had reached the unprofitable stage. 

It might interest English fans,. quite incidentally, to learn that 
wrestling is one sport that is conducted in the United States on a very 
low scale. Invariably the bouts are “fixed” and the championship 
revolves around a group of wrestlers all managed by the same group of 
promoters. American sports writers no longer view the proceedings as 
sporting, and are quite frank in calling it larceny. Its hold upon. the 
American public is a result of the humour inherent in the sport as it is 
now conducted. All sorts of bearded freaks are to be seen in wrestling 
matches, and many Americans enjoy the grunts and grimaces of the 
athletes, as they simulate competition. 

We are pleased to give this correction, exposing this so-called Jewish 
wrestling champion. Apart from the item that was culled from the 
JEWISH WESTERN BULLETIN, the Jewishness of this champion Was 
supported by a well-known American sporting publication which described 
him as “the Jewish butcher boy.” Weshall have to wait a little lon,er 
till a genuine Jew is crowned champion of the grunt and groan brigade. 
Perhaps Max Krauser, with whom negotiations are proceeding for his 
appearance in America, will achieve his ambition of being the first Jewish 
wrestling champion. 

Max Krauser enhanced his reputation recently when he beat Bob 
(Legs) Langevin by one fall in a 30-minutes bout at Lane’s Club, Baker

Street. The match was for a side:stake of £50 that Krauser would pin 
Langevin twice. Krauser was in_aggressive mood and soon showed that he 
was in aclass above hisopponent. Langevin, thinking discretion the better 
part of valour, scrambled for the ropes every time Krauser obtained a hold 
on him. Langevin tried every trick he knew, and even his scissors 
holds, by which he has won most of his contests, made no impression ou 
Krauser who surprised the crowd with his fine leg work. Krauser 
obtained the first fall in sixteen minutes with a body press after he had 
weakened his opponent. Though Krauser won the bout by one fall, he 
lost the side-stake, having failed to pin his opponent twice.

So the 
Jew, despite the fact that he loudly protested 
his innocence, was arrested and hauled before 
a magistrate. |
